Hankow, July 8. 

Foreign reports from Kiukiang state that 
the populace has fled from the city with fighting 
approaching nearer and nearer. 

Barbed wire and sand-bag barricades have 
been erected ucross the streets by the Chinese 
military authorities, who apparently intend to 
make a stand in the important Yangtse city. 

The Chinese forces are preparing defences 
along ‘the south bank of the Yangtse in the 
vicinity of Kiukiang and barbed wire and trench 
systems are being constructed along the Yangtse 


in the direction of the strategically important 


city of Tienchiaocheng, where. the Yangtse flows 
between towering hills on both banks. 

It is believed that once the Japanese: reach 
Nanchang they will thrust westwards to Chang- 
sha in order to cut the Canton-Hankow railway 
and force the Chinese to withdraw from

Progressive Bill . 
In ‘Commons 


An annual holiday, with pay, of at 
least one working week for 
industry is within sight in England 
as the result of the introduction in 
the House of Commons of the *Holi- 
days With Pay BILL 

The Bill, which is based on the ro- 
commendations contained in the un- 
animous report.by Lord Amulree’s 
Committee last April, was published 
to-day. : 

It empowers the Government. to 
compel Trade Boards, Agricultural 
Wages Committees, and other statu- 
tory bodies to grant holidays with 
pay, totalling not more than one full 
working, week euch year, to all in- 
dustrial workers. . “ 

The Bill is expected to become law 
during the present sesslon of Parlia- 
ment. : -

Mr. Dunning, Minister of Finunce, 
who. is in charge of the negotiations 
for a revised trade Sgreement with 
the United States, discounted reports 
that ratification of the treaty wns 
impossible thls year. Mr. Dunning 
is purposely holding up the Budget to 
include the agreements.

The curloslty of onc of the men, M. 
Flaminio Maures, wns, however, 
nroused, and he took his coins to a 
local jeweller, who at once re- 
cognized them as gold louis, bearing 
the eMgy of Louls XV. and various 
dates from 1716 to 1763. 

M. Maures informed the police, and 
the city engineer was sent to the 
house to make a search.

Begins Life 
Anew At 70 


D*. WILHELM STEKEL, of 
Vienna, who once said 
that most political murders 
were “offshoots of a distorted 
father fixation,” has come to 
London to begin a new life at 
the age of seventy. His only 
wealth now is his world-wide 
reputation as a psychoanalyst. 
He left behind him in Vienna his 
library, paintings, sculpture. He has 
no money. He gets ubout London by 
Tube. 

Even more than the circumstance 
that he Is a Jew, his writings on the 
psychology of Fascism made Vienna 
dangerous for him. A Fascist State 
Dr. Stekel says, yrows out of a 
psychic epidemic of adoration which 
sweeps 8 country end merges massed 
inferiorities in superiority. 

Because he Hves so much in his 
mind Dr. Stelcel's private misfortunes 
have affected him little, His wife 
has been ill and jn hospital since they 
came to England—but she Js recover- 
Ing. 

He has no assurance that he can 
remaln here, or that he can go, later, 
to America as he hopes to do. 

“But [ am not afraid,” he said to 
me. "I have never been afraid. My 
formula for hapniness is—Overcome 
the past; live the present; preparc 
the future, And what I preach I do. 

“Tl am enraptured by London ts 
full of excellent psychologists, and I 
like the parks. Around a corner 
from the noise of people and cars 
I am always finding little peaceful 
Places,

SLUMS 


Slums, the of a 
surplus population and an ap- 
pallingly low economic level, 
still constitute the major social 
problem of Hongkong. The 
attendant evils, of course, are 
squalor, and physical 
depravity, and disease. Yet the 
matter has probably received 
less effective attenion than many 
of its companion social problems. 
Efforts, hitherto, to find a solu- 
tion, have been somewhat 
theoretical, and interesting 
mainly from the academic view- 
point. However, with the 
publication to-day of a report 
by group of social workers 
who sponsored what they call 
“Social Settlements,” the subject 
appears to have been tackled 
from an original and practical 
angle. This group came to 
grips with the problem, not by 
debating it from arm-chairs, but 
by administering a number of 
Chinese tenements in order to 
discover precisely what the 
lower class Chinese can afford to 
pay for rent, and what it is 
possible to provide him with for 
that rental. ‘ 

In their findings, the sponsors

fa frankly admit a certain degree 


of disappointment and faflure. 
What they scem to have demons- 
trated is that the lower class of 
Chinese earns an income below 
that necessary to enable him to 
enjoy healthy, decent accommo- 
dation. In the administration 
of the Wai Ching Street fats, 
the group not only worked. out 
a “basic rent” level which, if 
paid in full, would still require 
a certain amount of subsidy, but 
found it necessary in some cages 
to accept even below that rental. 
This, apparently, was simply 
because the tenants, although in 
employment, did not carn 
sufficient to enable them to pay 
more. Normally, then, these 
people would be forced to accept 
inferior accommodation at ren- 
tals within their means to allow 
them a sufficient surplus for the 
other necessities of life. - 

The main effect of the report 
seems to be not so much that 
property. owners are extorting 
huge profits from the working 
classes, but-that there is:a fan- 
tastic exploitation of labour: by 
employers.

ORTUNE | 
TELLERS 


By T..RAUL GREGORY 


THE professed ability of a few to tell the fortunes of the many has 

always been a subject of the widest appeal. Those adepts in 
the so-called art of divination have therefore never been lacking in 
popular favour; for prescience of the future has ever been one of 


mankind's strongest yearnings. 


Consequently, ‘every race has 


developed its own distinctive soothsayers, credited with the, requisite 
skill for delving into the occult, and thrusting into the sunlight of 


welcome clarity all that agitates the mortal mind in secret. 


As is 


te be expected, the Chinese as the premier people of the Orient, 
have not been far behind other natjons in their researches into the 


forbidden fields of stygian lore. 


Although, they have apparently 


produced no famous personalities comparable with such con- 
summate mystics os the Pythonesses of Delphi, or even the Witch 
of Endor, yet their undoubted mastery of the black art has -cap- 
tivated the popular imagination for unnumbered generations. 


In fact, it is relnted in the annals 
of China’s long history that ns for 
back as 2900 B.C. an ancient worthy 
by name of Fuh Hsi through the 
study of the shell of the commen tor- 
toise evolved a system of prognosti- 
cation so comprehensive in its scope 
that it is still in common use amongst 
Chinese diviners at the present day. 

The fundamentals - of the system 
discovered by this semi-mythical 
personage are fully covered in the 
Yt-king, or “Book ‘of Changes,” 
which incidentally is one of the most 
ancient books of China. If it is actu- 
ally the product of Fuh Hsi's re- 
searches, It must be nearly 4,800 
years old, and is in more respects than 
one a most remarkable human docu- 
ment. Compilations from it form 
the bulk of reference works resorted 
to by Chinese fortune tellers, who 
quote glibly from its pages, and the 
system itself is bascd on what is 
known as the Paat-kwa or “Elght 
Trigrams”. a series of sixty-four 
six lincd figures or hexagrams. 
These if we are to believe the dicta 
of the Chinese fortune teller “repre- 
sent the principles of life and growth 
by division of substance,” which are 
alleged to have cvolved singularly 
enough from an extra-mundane force 
called the Tvaat-kike or “Great 
Monad.” Each of thé-trigrams con- 
sists of a three-lined “figure of the 
following form:— “* =-., In other 
words, they conslst/.¢f-a Whole lnc 
‘and a broken one,'the. former of 
which fs stated id represent the 
Yeung or “Male Principle," and the 
Intter the Yam or.*Fernale Principle." 
The two principles ‘either singly or 
in combination are alleged to explain 
the whole riddle of human existence, 
and the Yi-king and similar books 
contain various statements said to 
elucidate them. Actually, however, 
these explanations ure couched in 
such dificult phrascology that they 
are well nigh incomprchensible to 
the laity, and the book itself has long 
since been relegated to the domain of 
the occult, and has become pecullarly 
enough the “Book” par excellence of 
selies. kerbeside Chinese fortune 

er. 


Part of this goes to mect the 
profit required by the owners of 
the property, but even with this 
eliminated, experience had shown 
that it would require a per 
eapita subsidy of probably 60 
cents a month should any con- 
cern, not seeking a- profit em- 
bark on a similiar scheme. 
There are other equally 
absorbing facts revealed by the 
report. One is that the present 
type of Chinese tenements built 
are utterly impracticable for the 
purpose of conversion into 
cubicles. The Wai Ching Street 
tenements are typical of those 
existing in all of the Colony’s 
slum areas. Lighting is bad, 
there are no sanitary arrange- 
ments, and it’ is impossible to’ 
arrange cubicles to make them 
both financially and-hygicnically 
effective. These: are important 
points, and hey ane tiven special 
prominence in the report. This 
experience, in’ fact, led the 
sponsors to suggest that if 
Government adopted a scheme 
to eliminate the Colony’s. slums, 
tenements of a special -design 
should ba built. This. “special 
design” would allow for the 
provisions already mentioned 
Tho suggestions made in the 
report call for a. fairly heavy 
capital outlay, anda subsequent 
charge on local’ tax-payers, 
These two factors alone are 
probably. sufficient to ~ make 
Government shy of 4 scheme 
such as Social: Settlements. 
Nevortheless, taking ‘the longer 
view, if Government ’ should 
satisfy ‘itsolf - that’ a’, echeme, 
although involving these charges, 
would. liquidate : Hongkong’s 
slums, it appears ‘to be 2 
rensonable and practical solution 
to c tremendous __ problem—-

Middle-Aged Prophets 


The majority of the Chinese adepts 
in the soothsayer’s art in the Colony 
are middle-aged men who combine 
the practice of divination with the 
slightly more lucrative one of letter- 
writing. Indeed, it Is as amanuenses 
to the host of Hongkong’s illiterate 
Chinese amohs that they are enabled 
to reach an extensive clientele; for. 
naturally cnough, if a patron~ has 
heard tidings of exceptionally good 
joss from one expert, he or she is 
bound to advertise it by word of 
mouth. and this alone Is sufMfctent to 
send scores to the stall or kerb-side 
of our professional in the ardent hope 
that what he foretells for them may 
be as equally auspicious. 

The usual means of telling fortunes 
is by Tsim or “divining sticks.” 
These consists of sixty-four slender 
strips of bamboo, appropriately num- 
bered to correspond with sontences 
In the Ts’tm-po or “oracle book,’ 
based on the precepts of the above- 
mentioned Yi-king or “Book ~ of 
Changes.” In practice, the ts’im_ are 
placed in a bamboo receptacle and 
then shaken until two fall out. The 
numbers of these are carefully noted, 
by the ‘fortune teller who looks up 
in his books, the sentences which 
correspond to the numbers on the 
sticks, and the favourable or un- 
favourable character of the answer js 
determined therefrom. In this type 
of divination, questions upon all sorts 
of subjects are asked and the answers 
as readily given; therefore on this 
eccount it fs largely popular with the 
Chinese masses who for a sum not 
exceeding five or ten cents may 
ascertain the ‘joss of practically 
everything. 

Those who practice this sort cf 
divination are noteworthy on account 
of their special trade call which Is 
Renerally chanted as a sort of pro- 
vocative interlude to business and 
runs thus: 


“Trim-kwa suen-meng 
K’au-ts’ol-kwa 
Tsz-shan, ka-chaak, 
kwa 
. Maau-mung-kwa 
Lau-nin-kwa : 
“Know your fortune by the divin- 
ing sticies . 
(AL kinds)—Looking’ for wealth, 
Personal, jamily, and friends, 
Facts regarding employment 
And the happenings of 
present year.” 


Horoscope Readers 


The type of fortune teller most 
frequently met with in such crowded 
districts as Hollywood Road and other 
centres is, however, the T’ai-seung 
ain-shaang or “physiognomist” who 
professes to be able to tell one’s past, 
present and future by the simple pro- 
cess of peering Intently for a few mo- 
ments into one’s countenanee. An- 
other figure, too, is the peripatetic 
worthy, who vaunts an. ability to cast 
horoscopes and read the palm. His 
cry may be sometimes heard in the 
strects: : 


“T'al saam-shai shue! 

Tuk shau-cheung! 

“(Let me) east your horoscope 
through three generations! ~ 

(Let me) read your palm!’ 


There are, of course, many Chinese 
who naturally enough do not place 
too much credence in the assertions 
of those fortune tellers who depend 
upon' a glib tongue and a keen 
knowledge of human psychology in 
order to insuro thelr daily harvest of 
pennies, and will conscquently go to 
others who use more . spectacular 
One of these is tha 
employment of woh-kuk or “Java 
sparrows” us aids to the ort of 
divination, and is the most interesting 
in many respects on account of the 
immense ‘patience required in train- 
ing the feathered nssistants. In the 
task of selecting the cards. This 
system, gencrally designated In the 
Cantonese vernacular os Woh~-kule 
laam-kwa-or “the Java. sparrow 
‘tonguing’: the fortune teller’s cards,” 
flourishes especially in Wanchai and 
Hollywood Road. A person who de- 
sires to ascertain the wili of Heaven, 
appronches the diviner und laying 
down the necessary fee (two or three 
coppers) states his question. The 
soothsayer will then open his enge and 

ermit’ one of his sparrows to come 
orth. The bird with’ a wise nod of 
Its tiny, head, procéeds to'a pack of 
cards, and apparently, pulls out one 
at random. with his “beak. ‘This it

Ist July.—This day is holyday 
decreed, as I am told, so that the 
Banque may have undisturbed leisure 
to reckon up our overdrafts and the, 
Interest thereon. But for mee there 
ts no leisure as I must needs to my 
office there being work to be done. 
However I do on a pair of short 
small clothes and stockings that I 
may delude myself I am upon holy- 
day. At eleven of the clock to: the 
Gloucester with Mx. Franklin where 
we cat a chicken sandwich and drink 
a glasse of lemon squash, which fs 
mighty palatable but Iater It did sit 
ili upon my stomach and I fear it 
is a bevernge I may not yet enjoy. 
Wee talked of much and then back 
to our offlees. Reading th tho news 
sheetes I am at a stonde to find that 
the Jews doe complain bitterly for 
that the military doc hang a Jewish 
murderer, they contending as I 
suppose, that.only Arabs should be 
hanged for the killing of Jews. And 
though I discommend the methods 
used in Germany, I cannot but think 
that the parties in Palestine might 
bee more easily reconciled were it 
mooted to hand over the mandate 
to that Power.

‘telling cards, and the bird ts taught 
to’ hunt. for them. Eventunully, it 
acquirés the Inack of picking 
up ecards by Its beak, and 
when it is able to do this, it is 
deemed suMfictently abie to. ald its 
master in carning a living. In fact, 
ll that one: has to do, is to point to 
a certain card in.an unobtrusive way, 
and the keen-stghted .sparrow has 
cought the point, und proceeds to 
pick it out, recelving for its pnins 
tho customary tribute of rice (Which 
{gs never refused). 

In conclusion, one might mention 
another form of fortune telling which 
is generally encountered in Chinese 
temples, and: may be safd without 
exaggeration to be the’ most popular 
of all forma of divination amongst 
the Chinese. This is. the, . fore= 
castihg. of the future. by ‘means 
of the kaau~poot or “divining blocks.” 
These consist of two pleges of bam- 
‘boo or wood,: semi-clitpsoidal | Jn 
shape, and in use: permitted to fall 
‘from a height upon the floor. If they 
fall with their similar surface down 
ward, it Is regarded as on unfavour- 
nblo otnen, but if it is otherwise, the, 
“joss” Is considered to be favourable, 
and there is consequently - genero

THE FORTH 


Foxsunair people as a whole 
surprisingly neglect the Firth of 
Forth. Considering the fact that 
since the. amalgamation with Lelth, 
Edinburgh incorporates n busy port 
with a considerable Interest in the 
sen and shipping, it is strange that 
the great majority of her inhabitants 
invariably seck their week-end plen- 
sure by rond, leaving the joys of 
boating on the Forth to n few en- 
thusiasts. 4 

Last summer I bought a cabin 
cruiser and discovered the Forth for 
myself. My craft, 27 feet long, was 
originally oa ship's lifeboat. The 
shipbreakers had removed her cop- 
per buoyancy tanks, but the hull ts 
still extremely sound and seaworthy. 
She had already been converted to 
4 e¢abin cruiser when | bought her, 
but I installed the present engine, a 
large one, of American make, which 
I purchased from an Edinburgh car 
breaker, 

I snw the ear standing In his yard 
waiting to be broken up, and on 
inspection I decided that the engine 
would mnuke « suitable power unlt 
for my craft, and the mechanics had 
already started to dismantle it before 
I left. Exclusive of such fittings as 
the stove and wireless set, the boat 
cost me less than £20.

It has amply repaid fits modest 
cost, For the price of a few gallons 
of petrol we can spend a care-free 
and health-giving week-end, potter- 
ing neross the Forth and drepping 
anchor outside one of the many 
preity fishing villages beloved of

The cabin slecps four comfortably, 
and far from having to rough it, we 
have Installed an extensive range of 
uscful gudyets. We have far greater 
freedom to roam where the fancy 
takes us than with a car and trailer, 
and we do net have the anxicty of 
the crowded roads and the bother of 
finding a camping place each night. 
We can sun-bathe in the complectest 
privacy and dress in the most com- 
fortably inconventional garb without 
offending anyone's — susceptibiiHles, 
For those who feel a need to get 
away from crowded places, a cabin 
crulser is the Ideal solution. 

Possession of oa cubin cruiser 
solves the problem of summer holi- 
days, Last year we had a wonder- 
ful fortnight afloat for a sum little

13. — Nevertheless, cognisance 
should be taken of'the fact that one 
flat remalns uw capital charge, for it 
produces no revenue, as part of it js 
being used os a schoolrcom, and the 
remainder as warden's quarters. The 
climination of these two factors na- 
turally would improve the financial 
position of the Settlements, but une 
doubtedly It would also deprive the 
scheme of two of its most important 
and very necessary features. The 
sponsors of Social Settlements are 
cohvineed, following six months of 
this experiment, that the two vital 
necessities of a scheme such as this

The school 
wos an immediate success. The 
curriculum is purely kindergarten in 
character, In secordance with the 
sponsors’ aims, special stress has been 
Inid on hygiene, and the ‘children, 
through wall illustrations, and other 
of instruction, have been 
taught the rudiments of personal 
cleanlinesy.

Actually the Court only has the 
power, if It finds that the test has 
been improperly conducted, to order 
that the applicant shall be given an- 
other test without the statutory 
month's delay and without charge.

Owlng to the especial care taken 
by the Ministry and the .examiners 
that an applicant’s record of failures 
Shall not prejudice his chances of 
passing, no records are kept of the 
number of times any particular ap-| 
plicant has taken the test.

‘length of time he may drive with a 
provisional licence, provided he com- 
ples with the law as regards carry- 
ing “L’- plates ahd being accom- 
panied by a qualified driver.

CONCLUSIONS i 
. Six months’ experiment with Social 
Settlements prompts the following : 
cone litstorns 


1 A seheme, not necessarily” 
identical to that of Sociml § 
ments, but one based on similar ideas, 
Is practicable. However, te achieve 
this df ds essential that the many | 
mistakes connected with the running | 
of Socal Settlements be climinated. 
For example, the method of comput-; 
Ing the "Basie Kent" requires 
amendment. [t is economically un- 
sound, with tenements like those of 
Wat Ching Street to base the rent one 
dollar per head for so many square 
feet, particularly when providing ac- 
commodation for large families, us 
this will always leave a wide margin 
between Income and running costs 
which must be met in the form of a 
subsidy. It would appear to be more 
practicable it properly designed 
tenements are built and rent charged 
to cover a certain percentage of the 
running costs. 


2.—There has been a number of 
weaknesses connected with the Social 
Settlements scheme which can be! 
briefly enumerated as follows:— 


The type 
suitable for 


of tenement was not 
the idea behind Social 
Settlements. One illustration will 
demonstrate this. The sponsors 
originally attempted to arrange the 
cubicles so that each cubicle was 
provided with a window, this factor 
being reguarded us essentinl to the 
object of giving healthier conditions. 
The plan, however, could not be put 
into effect owing to the design of the 
tencments. In attempting to carry 
out the idea, cubleles were made 
either too large, or too small, and be- 
fore fumilles were prepared to rent 
them, it was found necessary to alter 
the partitions, This increased the 
initial expenditure on the flats. It 
was a mistake which need not be re- 
peated in any scheme of this nature. 

Another disadvantage Is that the 
optimum has never been realised. 
For a satisfactory operation of such a 
scheme, It Is essential that more than 
five flats be worked. The overhead 
charges of a warden’s quarters and a 
schoolroum are not in propcr pro- 
portion to the income derived from 
the four flats. These two charges, 
however, would become economically 
‘sounder If they served ten flats, or 
even more. 

Furthermore, as has been pointed 
out in an earlier part of this report, 
the sponsors permitted familics to 
take up residence who, in some cases, 
were not capable of paying the 
‘Basic Rent.” While ‘this may sug- 
gest that if families with better means 
chad been admitted, it would have 
defeated the original idea of provid- 
Ing improved accommodation for the 
poorer classes, this is not necessraily

In proved Hving conditions can be 
provided within the cconomic coim- 
pass of the poorer class of Chinese, 
after converting tenements 
badly designed, if there is a willing- 


i ness to subsidise cach person to the 


extent of 50 cents per month. Social 
Settlements has indicated that it fs 
necessary in the event of a similar 
scheme on a much larger scale, that 
the tenements should be constructec 
In such a way as to permit “Basic 
Rent” being econemically applied. 
It has not been possibie to. accomplish 
this at Wal Ching Street owing to the 
unfortunate design of the tenements. 
In other words, [t has been Im- 
possible to adapt with any success 
the plan of charging onc dollar per 
head for so many square fect per 
person,'as the cubicles could not be 
lnid out to permit of this.. However, 
tenements could be specially built for 
this purpose, and there id-tio.doubt 
that the “Basic Rents” could be suc- 
cessfully applied. : 


4.—Wai Ching Street tenants have 
been subsidised to the extent of ap- 
proximately one dollar per head per 
month, but the factors chiefly con- 
tributing to this have already been 
outlined, and many of them could be 
eliminated as a result of the ex- 
pertence gained from Social Settte- 
ments. Capital charges could be 
reduced and running costs could be 
reduced by about 50 per cent. It is 
belleved that if Government under- 
took a big-scale Social Settlements 
scheme, It could be conducted suc- 
cessfully with a subsidy of not more 
than 50 cents per person per month. 


5.—The children’s kindergarten has 
proved such a success, that it Js felt 
to be a vitally necessary part of any 
scheme such as Social Settlements. 
It has obvious advantages. It is 
cheap to run, the overhead charges 
being comparatively small, In_ the 
ense of Social Settlements, voluntary 
work on the part of the teachers has 
been an important contribution. 
Should a similar scheme be put into 
effect on a big scale, it might be 
found necessary to cLgage teachers, 
but even this would not prove an 
exorbitant charge, and It jis well to 
remember that greater number of 
children would be able to use the one 
schoolroom which Is now used by a 
very small number of children. 


G.—It }s felt that the employment 
of a warden is of considerable {m- 
portance, and in the case of Social 
Settlements it has shown Jtself to be 
necessary. In order to cconomise, 
the warden might be given free nc- 
commedation In return for part time 
services, ns has been done recently 
at Social Settlements, 


7.—The Wal Ching Strect Soclal 
Settlement has‘ indleated the lines 
along which a large scale scheme 


jruc. It is obvious that even those 
families who’ do meet the “Basic 
Rent” requirements must be of the 
poorer classes. Proof of this js 
furnished by the type of resident in 
Social. Settlements, Including those 
paying the full rentals. They are in 
most cases casual Inbourcrs, several 
of them being wharf coolics. Their 
average income Is $20 per month, 
and, in order to live, they cannot 
afford to pay more than the rentals 
charged by Social Settlements. 
Another adverse factor in the 
budget of Socinl Settlements is that 
the sponsora are «renters and not 
owners of the flats. Thus the normal 
profits from the flats required by the 
landlords ‘must be met by the 
sponsors, which form ‘another part of 
the subsidy. If similar flats were 
ndministered by owners not loolking 
for a profit, this important. charge 
‘would be eliminated, bringing _ the 
scheme tusther eine the bean at 
racticability.

CHOLERA. 
Public ‘Urged To: 
Take Precautions 


Up to midnight on July 7, elghty- 
nine cages of cholera inact been dis- 
covered in Hongkong, six of which 
had been imported from Macno, 
Swatow and other Chinese ports also 
infected with cholera, says the 
Medien] Department. 

So far over half the number of 
persons taken ill with the discuse 
have died and it is probable that the 
death-rite will exceed three in every 
five persons Infected, 

Since the opening: of centres for 
Inoculation agalnst cholera at . the 
end of May, some 105,000 persons 
have been inoculated. There are 
still many persons in Hongkong who 
have failed to sccure such protection 
from cholera as ineculation affords, 
and they are urged fer their own 
sakes not to be discouraged by the 
slight reactlon which Collows In a 
certain small proportion of cases— 
more especinlly when the inoculation 
is divided into two doses st an 
interval of scven to ten duys, the first 
lnjectlon being a half dose 

Aparl from securing some im- 
munity by Inoculation, residents are 
Invited to give careful thought to the 
following, precnutlonary measures; — 

(1) Milk and water should be 
boiled. Non-aerated Chinese fruit or 
herb drinks should not be consumed, 
nor Ice in drinks. 

(2) Fresh, uncooked vegetables, 
cut or peeled frutt which has been 
exposed to flies, raw Ash, — mussels, 
jelles known “Joung fan” and 
“man tau lo“, or ice cream (unless | 
from no source known to be above sus- 
piclon) should not be eaten. 

(3) All feed should be protected | 
from fies, cockroaches, ants and olher * 
insects. Every fly should be regarded ‘ 
as a posstble earrier of the cholera! 
germ 

(4) All wastes should be burned or 
placed In covered receptacles pend- 
Ing removal and disposal in a samitary 
munner. 

(5) Swimming should not be In-! 
dulged in within the timits of the ' 
harbour owlng to danger of infection - 
from sewer outfalls or from dejectat 
fron) shipping. 

(6) Medical advice should be ob-: 
talned olmmediately in cases of 
diarrheea and vomiting. 

(7) Suspicious cases of cholera 
should be reported immediutely to 
the Health Authorities. 

(8) Persons should avoid poing to 
places known to be heavily infected 
with cholera

HEAVY PROGRAMME 
FOR PARLIAMENT 


Z Ottawa, Apr. 21. 

Members of the House of Commons 
have another week's vacation before 
returning; for the henviest part of 
the session. The Senate ‘will not 
reopen until May 3. 

The Commpns still has to “debate 
the Transport Dill—to enlarge the 
scope of the Board of Rallway Com- 
miksioners to deat with’ shipping and 
alr traMe—and the Electoral Reform 
Bill. Both bills are highly contenti- 


ous. 

The Budgel, possibly combined 
with-a new United States treaty and 
a Relief Act, and whatever legisla- 
tlon arlses from the report of the 
Penitentiary Commission and the 
Commission on Grain Mariceting, 
also remain to be dealt with. This 
heavy programme is expected to 
keep the sesslon sitting until mid- 
summer.
